The  principal  defects  in  houses  are  still  beinj^  dealt  with 
by  the  Housing-  Committee  under  the  Housint^'  Acts. 

Four  slaui^hter-houses  are  licensed,  but  only  in  two 
of  these  is  slaughtering*  regularly  carried  out,  including*  one 
where  the  meat  is  used  solely  by  persons  living*  in  an  adjacent 
Institution.  The  meat  sold  in  the  district  has  been  of  quite 
good  quality. 

Samples  of  well  water  have  been  submitted  for  exam¬ 
ination,  with  the  result  that  two  samples  were  unsatisfactory 
and  two  were  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  two  farmers  g*ranted  licences  to  supply 
accredited  milk.  Several  alterations  were  made  at  the  farm 
premises  in  order  to  comply  with  the  County  Council’s 
requirements. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  reg*ularly  from  that 
supplied  to  the  schools,  and  of  the  milk  at  the  farms  of  the 
persons  holding*  accredited  milk  licences. 

The  house  refuse  has  been  removed  by  the  Council’s 
own  men,  horses  and  carts,  and  has  been  performed  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  Motor  haulage  is  being*  considered  by 
the  Council  in  place  of  horses  and  carts  for  this  work.
